He took off Wednes­ 
day afternoon from Tor­ 
rance airport in his twin-en­ 
gine Cessna with three pas­ 
sengers, en route to visit 
relatives in Green Bay, 
Wise.

The plane's motor quit 
when the carburetor iced in 
a rainstorm, and John Ad­ 
ams of San Diego, who had 
taken over the controls from 
Yates, was attempting to 
land when the crash occur­ 
red.

Mrs. Adams and Yates' 
niece, Corena Jones, 23,/of 
Itedondo Beach, were also 
on board. The Adamses and 
Miss Jones sustained Jess 
serious injuries and have 
been released from the hos­ 
pital.

Yates received severe 
burns on face, hands and 
arms, multiple fractures and 
head injuries, it was re­ 
ported.

Yates has talked by. phone 
to his business partner and 
neighbor, Maskell Shaw, who 
said Yates talked in "whis­ 
pers."

According to Shaw, Yates 
is "well on the road to re­ 
covery."
